WASHINGTON. July 2G (/P>— Preaident Truman probably will state whether he will alfim 
or veto the OPA revival bill at a news conference todny. At the time of White House an- 
nouncement to thia effect, the bill had not reached Mr. Truman. Presidential Press Secre- 
tary Charica G. Rosa told reporters that the President's action on the Icifislation, approved 
early today by the senate, will not bo announced in advance of the news conference. 

The decision, Rosa said, will be accompanied by a mcssnKc to conareaa in explanation of 
his action. If the President aigns the bill, Ross said, he will name the three-member price 
decontrol board it provides "very promptly," Rosa would not forecast the President's action, 
although other WTiite House officials say privately and House Dcmocrntic Leader McCor- 
mack has said publicly that he will sign the measure. 
Except for renta many of the agency's wartime powers will be curbed or romoved,

CHICAGO, July IS (O-PJ — The 
atomic sclentlits of Chicago warned 
today that hopes for International 
control of atomic energy are being 
"Jeopardlted" by congress. 

Dr. Clyde Hutchinson, vice chair- 
nan and spokesman for the sclen- 
tlits. said 11 atomic bombs such 
as those exploded at Bllclnl could 
obliterate Hew York, Chicngo and 
Dallas. 

"Bikini bombed could very well 
be New York, Chicago or Dallas 
bombed." ho said.

Battleship Disappears in 
Submarine Test of Atom 
Bomb; Nine Vessels Sunk

ABOARD ll,S.S. APPALACHIAN, Bikini Lagoon. July 26 (/P)~The first , underwater atomic bomb, exploding with an 
awf.somo roiir that thundered upward into a beautiful cloudy geyser, destroyed the battleship Arkansas and sank the huge 
okl aircraft carrier SnrntORn and seven leaser vessela today. Associated Presa Correapondent Don Whitehead, in the best 
position to view the blast from a B-29, said it was ao powerful that the Arkaiiaaa was shoved far out of her original 
anchorage just before ehe plunged and other target vessels near the center of the fleet of 75 were toased about like toys. 

Fir.'it to so in the mighty plutonium blast that was the second chapter of the army-nnvy "operation croBSroada" waa tha 
old *2C,100-ton battleship Arkansas. She and two amall craft, a yard oiler and a tank-landing ship, simply disappeared In 
the pink-fringed mist at 8:35 a. m. (2:35 p. m., MST, Wednesday). Seven hours and 32 nilnutea later, at 4:07 p. m., the 
33,000-ton Saratoga, war-worn old carrier, settled protcstingly to the bottom of the Bikini lagoon. Her prow nosed upward 
itn it her ntern wore resting an the bottom, then dL-fappeared. 

A little later five submarines of the six that had been submerged in the lagoon were found to be resting on the bottom. 
Whether they were crushed or had Bunk through some defects in their air lines was not known. 

Probably the most powerful man-made force ever loosed — perhaps even stronger than the bomb that razed most of 
Nagnaaki last August— the atomic bomb did not immediately sink as many of the 75 target vessels as observera had 
expected. 

The true extent of the damage is still unknown, however. Ships still were "hot'' with radioactivity many hours later. 
Navy men and scientists edged ever closer and reentered the lagoon with sensitive inHtrumonts, trying to determine the

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HOW SACRED IS A CONTRACTT 

The Hobbs anti-racketeering law, U will 
be recalled, wa-s ilrnned primarily to meet 
a local flltimtlon In New York City. The 
Justice dcparunenl in 103B mvcstlRaled com- 
plaints that rovlni! band.s of union teiimster.s 
were halting ouL-oI-slate truck.i In New York, 
giving the driver a choice of jolnlnE the local, 
paying a union member a day'.s wage, or tak- 
ing a beating. 

The supreme court eventually ruled that 
these practices were within the «cope of 
legitimate union activity. Congressman Sam 
Hobbs of Alabama, Bnldlng at this morsel 
of Justice handed down by the high tribunal. 
Introduced a bill defining the New Yorlc 
local's Joln-up-or-elsc routine as robbery and 
extortion. Now. after a long period ol hiber- 
nating and belriK kicked around, the hill ha.i 
become law. 

Whereupon the New York local'.s coim.'icl 
predicts that the now law won't make any 
difference. Out-of-,itate truckers will still 
have to employ local drivers before they can 
make pickups or dellverlea or have their good.s 
handled by warehousemen, who are member.^ 
of affiliated unions. 

Why? Well, .says the attorney, that arrange- 
ment la part of moat truck operators' con- 
tracts with the union. Also, ho says, most 
employers In Interstate truck operation wel- 
come the arrangement because It allow.'i their 
drivers to rest while the local drivers fio the 
work (at extra pay) . 

Ail of which Is likely to be a little conlii.slng 
to the lay minds of most of us. For Instance, 
how sacred Is a contract — sacred enough to 
make Its provl.*!lons blndinR even when they 
contravene a duly enacted law? 

How about the tnick farmer,^ of New Jersey, 
who grow so much of the food that New York- 
ers eat? Are they going to Insist upon the 
letter of their contract {If they have one) In- 
stead of being permitted to bring In their 
own truckloads of lettuce or tomatoc.'i, Rct 
', their money, do a little fihlpplns and go homo 
—all without the paid assLstance of Local 807, 
Internationa! Brotherhood of Teamster.';? 

Are these Jersey farmers Rolng to Insl.-it 
wpon being compelled to "rest," In their role 
of truck drivers, while paying a member of 
Local li07 a day's wages to do their work? 

We doubt It. And we further auspect the 
union counsel or legal mumbo-Jumbo when 
he says that "acts of coercion and violence 
have always been subject to the exercise of 
local police power." Maybe the cops could 
have made an arrest. But what good would 
IthaVB done when this buslne.w of "Jumping 
on tniclts," as the lawyer delicately puts it, 
vat sanctioned until very recently by the 
highest court of the land, provided the 
Jumpers were union members? 

It remains to bo seen now whether the 
Hobbs law will be applicable to practices 
which It was written to curb. If those prac- 
tices are already in force. Logicnlly. one 
would say It should. But we're belting no 
money on it, as of now. 



LET'S MAKE NO MISTAKE 
Although pressure has been brought from 
many angles for the removal of H. C. Jcp- 
pe«en as superintendent of the Twin Falls 
county general hospital, and the superlntend- 
«nt has Indicated he will resign In the near 
future. Indications are that we are already 
headed for the same old pitfall. Folltlclans 
and pressure groups arc doing their best to 
aelect Mr. Jeppesen'a successor. 

If there Is anything the people of Twin 
Falli county should have learned by now. It's 
the well established fact that hospitals and 
politics Just don't mix, and the quicker any 
such political move Is squelched In the future, 
the better. 

It should be apparent to the county com- 
wlsslonerfi and everyone else that the next 
■uperlntendent of the hospital should be an 
Individual thoroughly experienced In actual 
hospital management. 

At the request of this county, the last sos- 
«lon of the state legislature made It possible 
for county cbmmisstoners to appoint a repre- 
jentatlve board of control to manage county- 
omied hospitals. The purpose of this legisla- 
tion was to keep such hospitals free from po- 
litical Interference. 

That being the case, It would seem only 
logical that the county commtuloners should 
appoint luoh k representative county hospi- 
tal board Immediately, so this board could 
have wme voice In selecting a new superin- 
tendent. The board also could serve a real 
purpose In helping to carry out the plans 
recommended by the Denver architectural 
firm, Ftsher and Fisher, which has lust com- 
' ^ thorough Investigation of the hospl- 

This Is no time for makeshift moves, tem- 
porary appointments, or anything of the 
kind. We must get off to a good start on a 
tlnii foundation, first with a noQ-polltical 
board-that la interasted only in .a cood bospl- 
. til and second with a capable superintendent 
who can continue to serve as buslnesi mzn- 
ita with the new board If and when a new 
tioipltBl IB erected.
